New- York, Aug. 28.—The voice of 
Charles A. Lindbergh 
was 
heard 
distinctly here today as the Flying 
Colonel delivered an after dinner 
speech at a banquet in his honor at 
Tokyo. 
Just before the Colonel began to 
Ik an orchestra played a number 
old American favorites such as 


'Turkey in the Straw” and My Old 
Kentucky Home.” 
The Colonel’s speech broadcast to 
this country on Short wave by the 
Japanese station JOAK was picked 
up by the National Broadcasting 
Company and Columbia Chain. 
Following of Colonel Lindbergh’s 
speech as picked out of the air by 
the National 
Broadcasting 
com­ 
pany: 
“We have come to Japan for an 
opportunity of meeting your people 
and learning a little more of the 
country, which in our school days 
was known to us in America as be­ 
ing on the other side of the world. 
“When we 
were 
children, 
we 
thought of Japan as the land filled 
with people who were as different 
from us as though they lived on an­ 
other planet. 
“We marveled at their ability to 
walk upside down and that they 
kept from falling off the earth alto­ 
gether. 
“During more recent 
years, 
a 
rapid change has taken place in our 
conception of your country. We have 
many more of your people in Amer 
ica and more of your products are 
used in our homes. Your scientific 
men have added to 
our 
common 
knowledge and international affairs 
have claimed the mutual interest of 
both our people. 
* With the advance of radio and 
aircraft, the mystery of distance can 
no longer exist. We a*e interested 
in many of the same things 
and 
confronted by similar problems. We 
have come to Japan over the top 
of the world and when 
we 
were 
near the North Pole we discovered 
that the people in our country were 
not right side up and those in yours 
upside down but that both were 
really walking at the same angle. 
“We discovered no lines separating 
a green country from a purple one 
on our maps. 
“The ideas which we have inheri­ 
ted from past ages become insigni­ 
ficant when we look at people from 
the sky and speak to different peo­ 
ple through the radio. 
“I do not know what effect air­ 
craft will eventually have on the 
world, but I have great confidence in 
its future. You must not, how*ever, 
expect too much in one generation. 
“Undoubtedly 
the 
accomplish­ 
ments of today are but an indication 
of what will be done before the cen­ 
tury is over. 
“There are no longer distant coun­ 
tries. The distances of past ages 
have become less significant to us 
today. The distances of today will 
become Just as insignificant in the 
years of future generations. 
"We have already experienced the 
hospitality of your 
people. 
Your 
cities and villages have shown us 
every consideration. The true char­ 
acter of Japan was mo#t impressed 
upon us when we landed in the fog 
in the heart of your country: We 
were unknown. We spoke a strange 
language.

village for a dinner of rice and tea. 
We spent only two days in Tokyo 
since we first entered your country.

ENTIRELY TOO MANY COUNTIES 
Realization of the fact that there are too many counties is gam­ 
ing widespread recognition. In a recent issue, the Iola 'Kan.) Register 
demands that Kansas counties be reduced to one-half their present num ­ 
ber 
Greater efficiency in government would be attained, were there not 
more than one-fourth as many. The Kansas paper also advocates the 
abolition of township government entirely. 
Other states of the nation 
should encourage action for this reform. Present counties were organ­ 
ized in the horse and buggy era. 
With modern highways and motor 
transportation, one county seat might well serve four times as much 
territory as it does.

UNDEVELOPED POWER 
When the federal water-power act was passed in 1920 and the 
development of 85 per cent of the potential water power became sub­ 
ject to governmental control there was every reason to believe that 
bream s which did no more than gladden the eye would be rationally 
utilized for the generation of cheap electric energy. But it is estimated 
that about 60,000,000 horsepower is available in the streams of the United 
States, while only about 12,000.000 has been developed. 
Why is the rest 


wasted?

The answer is to bo found not in the government’s policy but rather 
in the economic barriers that hedge the hydroelectric company and in 
the remarkable efficiency of the newer steam -electric plants. 
That falling mater costs nothing is deceptive. 
Dam back the 
stream, form a reservoir, build a generating 
station—nothing 
seems 
simpler. Only the engineer knows that the initial cost of the hydroelec­ 
tric plant, with its appurtenances, is larger than that of a steam-elec­ 
tric station of equivalent output. 
There must be a market, for the output. 
The steam-electric plant 
can establish itself in the heart of that market if fuel is available. On 
the other hand, nature has so ordained it that man must go to the water 
power to develop it—go usually up in the mountains far from his market. 
It took years to make the discovery that tildes« a market is immediately 
available the hazard of building a hfdoetecirte plant is large. The first 
Niagara development paid no dividend for twenty year*. The great de­ 
velopments at McCall s Perry on the Susquehanna, at Me sina on the St. 
Lawrence, and at Sault Sainfce Marie were all financially disastrous in 
the beginning.

(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28—While 
favoring 
“severe punishment” for 
policement who overstep the bounds, 
in giving prisoners the third degree, 
President Hoover today sounded a 
warning against too much public 
sympathy with criminals. 
The President’s views were con­ 
tained in a letter to Solicitor Gen­ 
eral Thacher, approving a depart­ 
ment of justice investigation of bru­ 
tal methods reported to have been 
used by the capital police force in 
forcing confessions from prisoners. 
His letter follows: 
“I am glad to approve, in 
the 
pecial circumstances of the federal 
government’s relation to the District 
of Columbia, that the department ot 
justice should accede to the request 
of the district commissioners for aid 
in investigation of recent charges 
egainst certain 
members of 
the 
’’eshington police. 
Able Police Force 
However, we must not overlook 
e fact that Washington has an 
ble and devoted police force. The 
vast majority of its 
honest 
men 
should be protected by determining 
if there are unworthy men in their 
midst. It is always possible that oc­ 
casional individuals may have ov­ 
erstepped the law and humanity in 
treatment of criminals and 
those 
charged with crime, and if so, they 
should be severely punished. 
“But even in such charge the po­ 
lice should not be prejudged on the 
allegations of criminals themselves 
or those accused of crime. There 
is too much tendency on the part 
of some people to forget the devot­ 
ed work of the police, to forget the 
safety c7 society, and the victims of 
criminals out 
of 
sympathy 
with 
criminals themselves. 
Investigate Methods 
Washington, Aug. 28—An investi­ 
gation which may assume national 
importance was opened Thursday by 
the Department of Justice as expert 
operatives began a searching inquiry 
into amazing tales of brutality by 
the police in the national capital. 
The expose of the alleged methods 
used here, following closely upon the 
heels of the report of the Wicker- 
sham law enforcement commission 
condemning “third degree” methods 
in many cities and its demand for 
“lawful enforcement of the law ’ was 
accepted as a challenge by the ad­ 
ministration. 
‘Model City” 
President Hoover, who arranged 
the conference out of which grew 
the inquiry of the Justice Depart­ 
ment, was said to be keenly inter­ 
ested because of his efforts to make 
Washington a ‘model city.” 
In the face of great opposition 
Mr. Hoover named Maj. Gen. Her­ 
bert B. Grcsby, former cavalry chief, 
as district commissioner in charge of 
police. The appointment was de­ 
fended on the ground that Mr. Hoo­ 
ver hoped that Gen. Crosby would 
bring to the job the experience and 
ability to make the national capital 
one of the best policed cities in the 
country. 
Police Are Scored 
The story of a merciless beating 
by 
policemen in a 
local 
station 
house, told by James Henry Harker, 
was followed by stories unfolded by 
others who said they also had suf­ 
fered at the hands of district police. 
Pclice, it is charged, have freely 
used their clut«, rubber hose and 
their 
fists 
upon 
suspects. More 
than a dozen complaints, it is un- 


derstood, were ready for investiga­ 
tion by the justice department. 
The capital 
investigation, it is 
held, may help prove pr disprove the 
condemnation 
of police 
brutality 
made by the Wickersham commis­ 
sion.

statements were challenged by po­ 
lice officials, its experts declare they 
can prove every charge.

Every year millions of game fish 
are carried out in the fields and left 
to die because they followed some ir­ 
rigation canal instead of the main 
stream channel. Many others are 
killed by mechanical devices, such 
as hydraulic turbines and the like. 
Thus developed the question of 
saving the fish who stray from the 
wide and sometimes crooked stream 
for the straight and narrow 
irri­ 
gation outlets, from which they sel­ 
dom escape. 
Then the association started ex­ 
periments with electricity 
in 
th’e 
waters near Booneville, Ore. Elec­ 
trodes 
were 
placed in the water 
across the 
mouths of irrigation 
ditches and were charged with 24 
volts. They were the traffic signal to 
the fish to stop "and almost instant­ 
ly the fish avoided this water," the 
association said. “Even feeding could 
not lure the salmon and rainbow 
trout into the forbidden territory.” 
Eventually conservation commis­ 
sions might install electrodes at the 
mouth of dangerous waters to pre­ 
vent fish from swimming to their 
doom.

To kill Canadian thistles easily 
it is essential that the root reserves 
be completely exhausted. 
Experimental 
work 
has shown 
that the most effective time to ap­ 
ply chlorates to thistles is just after 
they have recovered form mowing, 
and that mowing frequently can re­ 
place one spraying in the eradica­ 
tion program. 
On large areas the thistles should 
be mowed early in June. When

Good results have been obtained 
also by making heavy applications 
ithree pound per square rod) both 
dry and wet in November, before the 
ground freezes. 
Where thistles are general over 
the field and the land will grow* al­ 
falfa readily, the most economical 
method of eradication doubtless is to 
plow* the field in July or sooner, disk 
every week or ten days; and seed to 
alfalfa about the middle of August 
and leave the field in hay for 3 or 4 
years.

FEED CHEAP WHEAT TO YOUNG 
AND OLD SWINE 
With wheat at a low price, it is 
recommended for feeding hogs. 
Information received from the 
livestock specialists at the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College shows that 
ground or crushed wheat is an ex­ 
cellent feed for swine. Results of 
feeding trials at several experiment 
stations indicate that hard spring 
wheat is superior to corn in feeding 
value for fattening hogs. These feed­ 
ing trials show* wheat to be 5 to 10 
per cent higher in feeding value 
than corn. When corn sells for 
seventy-five cents a bushel wheat is 
worth eighty-eight cents a bushel as 
hog feed. 
When pork is selling at eight 
cents wheat is worth $1.02 in pro­ 
ducing that pork. 
For brood sows, growing gilts, and 
young pigs, the use of a ration com­ 
posed of 40 parts of shelled or 
ground corn, 30 parts of ground 
wheat, 20 parts of ground whole 
oats, 10 parts of tankage or fishmeal, 
or 60 parts of ground wheat, 30 parts 
of ground whole oats, and 10 parts 
of tankage or fishmeal, is recom­ 
mended. Where it is possible to do 
so, a mixture of one-half ground 
alfalfa is superior to tankage or fish­ 
meal alone. 
For fattening hogs 92 parts of 
ground w’heat or corn and 8 parts of 
tankage or fishmeal, or the protein 
mixture, is recommended as the best 
ration.

HARRISBURG, Aug. 28.—A new 
spirit of determination and pioneer­ 
ing replacing the s o m e w h a t indif­ 
ferent attitude of the past, Penn­ 
sylvania’s anthracite industry today 
stands on the threshold of its most 
intensive production season imbued 
with no false optimism but confi­ 
dent of its future. 
Through the entire hard coal pro­ 
ducing area of the commonwealth, 
an extensive survey by International 
News Service shows, anthracite op­ 
erators face the coming fall and 
winter with the belief that the in­ 
dustry will hold its own in the face 
of adverse general business condi­ 
tions, curtailed buying power and 
localized unfavorable conditions. 
Salient Facts 
Out of a mass of opinion, con­ 
jecture and speculation on the fu­ 
ture 
of * the 
anthracite 
industry, 
these salient facts emerge; 
Production in future will be held 
rigidly to operations able to show 
profit under scientific management, 
and only to such operation. 
Thousands of miners, intermit­ 
tently 
unemployed, face eventual 
loss of their occupation through the 
new operation policy of the mass of 
producers. 
The industry as a whole is talk­ 
ing its specialized problems of pro­ 
duction, distribution and marketing 
with a view’ toward ultimate eco­ 
nomic 
stabilization 
hitherto 
un­ 
known in the hard coal fields. 
Strenuous efforts, already partial­ 
ly successful, are being made for the 
reconquest of failing markets. 
So far as 1931 is concerned, the 
industry as a whole looks forward 
to a sharp production increase, a 
consequent reduction in unemploy- 
ment, a continued demand for an­ 
thracite and possible extension of ; 
the number o f collieries slated for ’ 
full time operation. 
With seasonal orders for anthra- j 
cite pouring in, large scale producers 
are 
already 
reopening 
collieries, 
many of them closed for months, 
throughout the field, from Pottsville 
to Scranton. 
By mid-September, it 
is estimated, 75 per cent of all mines 
w’ill be operating to care for the fall 
and winter demand. 
Mine payrolls have already seen a 
sharp boost, with nearly 30,000 min­ 
ers back at work in the anthracite 
area. This number w ill be increased 
bv the middle of next month as or­ 
ders continue and if demand for an­ 
thracite warrants it. 
A majority of 
all miners will be called back to the 
collieries, it is indicated. 
Reopening of all idle collieries, 
however, 
is 
considered 
extremely 
doubtful. 
Despite predictions of in­ 
creased production for the last quar­ 
ter of the present year, and most 
producers indicate production will 
mount, many factors are operating 
against resumption of w’ork at col­ 
lieries now idle. 
Full effect of the Canadian tariff 
levied on coal imports from the 
United States has yet to be mani­ 
fested, and until it Is, producers are 
taking no chances of ordering open 
mines which will find no immediate 
market for their produce.

grcgation, "the Holy Spirit said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for 
the work whereunto I have called 
them,” the congregation did not re­ 
bel at the sacrifice it was asked to 
make, but "fasted and prayed and 
laid their hands on them and sent 
them away.” 
Prayer and Missions. 
It is interesting to note the place 
of prayer in the sending out of these 
very first pioneer foreign mission­ 
aries. It was to a praying church 
that the Holy Spirit was able to 
speak effectively to the missionaries 
to go and to their church to send 
them forth. It was a church whose 
fasting was only the outward evi­ 
dence of an inner urge to a self-de­ 
nial that would not withhold from 
others the very best it had. even its 
most beloved ministers. 
It is also 
important to note the place of the 
Holy Spirit in this strategic move of 
inaugurating the program of world 
missions. 
It was the Holy Spirit 
who called Barnabas and Saul and 
assigned them their task in specific 
terms: "So they being sent forth by 
the Holy Spirit went, etc.” 
This 
church of prayer and self-denial was 
rewarded by the Holy Spirit for its 
missionary spirit by being raised to 
a place of powder and influence even 
above the mother church at Jerusa­ 
lem. For with the inauguration of 
this program of world missions the 
center of gravity of the church shifts 
quite noticeably from Jerusalem to 
Antioch. It is so to this day that "a 
missionary church is a growing 
church.” "for the light that shines 
farthest shines brightest at home.” 
Embarking for Foreign Shores. 
The course of these very first fo r­ 
eign missionaries who were to carry 
the gospel into new and distant 
lands for the next five years by foot 
or on slow-moving sailing vessels, 
over a distance of from 1,500 to 2,000 
miles represents an undertaking far 
more heroic and significant than any 
globe circling feats of aviation tha‘ 
thrill our modern world. 
The be­ 
ginning of this significant tour was 
laid through the Island of Cyprus, 
probably because here Barnabas had 
had his home and it was familiar 
ground to him. 
The personnel of 
the intrepid band, so far as we know 
it, consisted of Barnabas, Saul and 
John Mark, cousin of Barnabas. 
Their first notable conflict came 
with sorcery and superstition in the 
person of Ely mas, who attempted 
to withstand the missionaries in 
their preaching of the gospel to 
Sergius Paulus, the governor, and 
received the divine rebuke of being 
smitten with blindness. 
It is in connection with this min­ 
istry among the gentiles that Saul’s 
name changes to its Greek form 
Paul” and the 
order "Barnabas 
and Saul” changes to “Paul and 
Barnabas” found hereafter in the 
journeys* record. The power Christ 
promised His/witnesses was attend 
ing them as they went out in obedi 
ence to His commission "unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.* 
No 
lesser power would have Justified so 
heroic a venture o r-made the ven­ 
ture the trium phant success it has 
since become.

Mr. Bittner is a veteran of the 
Phiilippine Island service of Uncle j 
Sam and was the telegrapher who 
worked in the office of William 
Howard Taft in Manilla when Taft 
was governor-general of *he islands.

But be- j 
tween trains when time lags a bit 
his mind goes back to the days in f 
the Islands when 
Bill 
Taft 
wa* ! 
Governor-General, and 
when 
his 
telegraphing was done m a uniform.

TWO INSPECTIONS 
TO BE MADE YEARLY 


Automobile inspections in Penn­ 
sylvania will be virtually a contin­ 
uous proposition alter next January 
when the new exam ination system 
is put into effect, C. H. Roth, secre­ 
tary of the Pittsburgh Motor Club, 
stated today on the basis oi infor­ 
m ation received from the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles at Harrisburg 
Altnough Governor Pinchot has 
not issued his proclamation, B enja­ 
min G. Eynon. commissioner of mo­ 
tor vehicles, indicated th at compul­ 
sory inspections of all Pennsylvania 
cars will be made during January, 
February and M arch. 
Strict e n ­ 
forcem ent will be carried out by 
slate police during April. May and 
June, The second inspections of the 
year will be made during July. Au­ 
gust and September with enforce­ 
m ent during the last three m onths 
of the year. 
Commissioner Eynon assured the 
motor club th at there will be two 
m andatory inspections each year, al­ 
though the system of three m onths 
for exam ination and the following 
three m onths for enforcem ent may 
by changed before next January. 
Perm anent Stations 
Inspections this fall were impossi­ 
ble because the new m otor code, 
passed by the recent session of the 
legislature, discontinued all official 
inspection stations. 
On or after 
January 1 the bureau of m otor vehi­ 
cles will appoint perm anent official 
inspection stations, 
Eynon told thq 
club th at irregularities will be dif­ 
ficult under the new system. 
Each 
station will be personally inspected 
before it is appointed, and only the 
best equipped and most honestly 
m anaged places will get franchises. 
The state will be divided into dis­ 
tricts, each to be supervised and vis­ 
ited frequently by an official of the 
bureau of motor vehicles. 
On January 1, 1933, a provision of 
the new code goes into effect de­ 
m anding th at all^ used cars m ust be 
inspected and approved before cer­ 
tificates of title will be issued to 
new owners. 
This provision is ex­ 
pected to elim inate thousands of 
worn-oiit, unsafe automobiles from 
the highways.

This sketch of a golf player at 
the end of his drive really needs no 
explanation. 
If you look like this 
when the ball is streaking away over 
the fairway your drive should have 
been a good one. 
However, note one feature of the 
position. Tlie right shoulder is di­ 
rectly under the chin. 
Not to the 
right of the chin, but directly be­ 
neath it! 
Another point you should remem­ 
ber is to be relaxed in hitting 
through. Go through naturally, for 
a relaxed body enables you to throw 
the full power of your follow through 
just as you want to. 
It is also necessary to keep your 
weight on the right leg. 
To drop 
the weight back on the left leg will 
throw your body out of line and the 
finish of your swing w'ill not be a 
true one. 
Note also the position of the arms 
and hands, which indicate the posi­ 
tion of the club at the finish of the 
drive.
